Daring Daylight Bobbery.

of tbe affair went bevond the officers em- 
ployed in the case nntil the arrest of the 
criminal and Ms arraignment in tbe 
Police Court yesterday morning. Frank 
R. Campbell had been in the employ of 
James Carruthers, a commission man, 
who has an office in the Exehang'e build- 
ing. Six months ago he left hts employ- 
er, but being friendly with him called oc- 
casionally ut his office. Last Thursday 
afternoon he called, and, at 2:80 p.m., 
when 
everybody had 
left the 
office 


except Mr. Carruthers, he drew a re- 
volver and, placing the muzzle of the 
weapon close to that gentleman's head, 
demanded that he write him a check for 
$150, icmarking that he could take his 
choice in writing the check or of saying 
his prayers preparatory to his departure 
for another 
world. 
The thoroughly 


frightened merchant filled out a check on 
the First National Bank lor the amount 
asked and placed it in the hand of tbo 
desperado, who hastily ran from tbe of- 
fice, shoving tbe weapon In his coat 
pocket. 


Campbell did not go to the bank, bat 


Instead proceeded to the office of Robert 
Warren, where being recognized as Car- 
ruthers' clerk, he easily procured the 
cash for the check. On Tuesday night 
Campbell was arrested and yesterday 
morning, in Justice Prlndeville'a court, 
was grunted a continuance in bonds of 
91,200. The prisoner vouchsafes no ex- 
planation of his conduct, simply Intimat- 
ing that he needed the money and knew 
of no other way to get it. 


Stage Bobbery In the Northwest. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Ang. 26.—A dispatch 


from Winnipeg tells of the second stage 
robbery In the Northwest Territory in 
one month. The Edmonton stage was 
stopped by two masked men eighteen 
miles from Colgarry. There were In the 
stage Pete Campbell, the driver; 
J. 


Burns, traveler for Mr. Ashdown, of 
Winnipeg; Mosey Company's traveler 
and a Frenchman, name unknown. The 
masked men wore stripes from a union 
jack over their faces, and carried a car- 
bine 
and 
two 46-caliber revolvers. 


They were on foot and jumped out of the 
long grass ten feet 
In front of the 


horses, which stopped. They ordered the 
party to descend. They then marched 
the prisoners into a coulee, wher^they 
went through their pockets. Burns lost 
970, but another 970 he bad on him was 
overlooked. Masey's traveler lost 980. 
The Frenchman lost 9180, and the stage 
driver 9200. The robbers then returned 
to the stage, went through flio luggage 
and opened the mail bass. A mall bag 
containing registered letters was over- 
looked. The stage horses were then 
taken out and driven away, and the high- 
waymen disappeared. The footpads were 
evidently new at tbe business and nerv- 
ous. They took none of the passengers' 
watches. 
Twenty-ttve mounted police 


went out to search for them, but np till 
now no trace has been discovered. 


Was It an Hallucination P 


JACKSON, Mo., Aug. 26.—In the Cape 


Girardean Circuit Court, in session here, 
the case of the State of Missouri against 
Wilhelmlnc Northdruft for the murder of 
her infant grandchild occupied Tuesday 
afternoon and yesterday. 
Mother and 


daughter were both in court, the former 
the accused and the latter prosecuting 
witness. The daughter Is said to have 
been delivered of Illegitimate twin boys 
on September 1, 1883, her mother and 
grandmother being the only persons pres- 
ent at the birth. Fifteen minutes after- 
ward tho mother, with an old axe, 
killed one of the 
infants 
by strlk 


ing It upon the head with the back 
of the axe. Sam Williams (colored), 
to whom the daughter attributes the 
paternity ol the cblldien, and who is now 
In jail awaiting trial, came In about this 
time and carried the other boy into the 
hall and murdered It. The children were 
buried In the garden. This is the state- 
ment of the prosecuting witness. The 
defense is that the daughter never gave 
birth to any children at all. The indict- 
ed women in this case were the coolest 
and apparently the least Interested per- 
sons In the court room.

Willie Sells Sentenced. 


OSAOB MISSION, Kas., Aug. 26.—Wil- 


lie Sells was sentenced yesterday morn- 
ing by Judge Stillwell to be hanged, 
which, under tbe laws of Kansas, means 
imprisonment for life. He was brought 
into court and asked the usual questions 
as to whether he had any legal reasons 
to urge why sentence of the law should 
not be passed on him, and answered in 
the negative. Judge Stillwell then made 
a very afiectlng address to him. The 
crime with which he had been charged, 
and of which a jury had convicted him, 
was held up to view In all its hideous- 
ness. The improbability of his various 
stories was pointed out. 
Concluding he 


made what seemed to b» almost an ap- 
peal to the boy as he spoke of the aged 
mother, murdered in cold blood. To all 
appearances nothing seemed to affect the 
prisoner.

His (ace 
was very white, and his eyes during the 
judge's speech were kept constantly eaz-

large c rowd in the court-room, many of 
whom bad been there since six o'clock, 
the time when It was announced that the 
judge would pass sentence. It was ex-

The following extracts are from inter 


esting letters from the daughters of Mr 
Moses Stafford, now in Europe with their 
class mates from Lasell Seminary: 


NORTHERN ITALY. 


BAVENO, August Dth, 1880. 


This Is the most lovely pluoo I ever saw 


We did not go to Lake Como, but came here to 
Lake Maggioro Instead. Some ol us wore a 
little inclined to grumble when Dr. L. changed 
the Itinerary; but now wo are more than con 
tout. Our hotel is tine and now, stands all by 
Itself on the edge of the lake In the grounds 
is an old ruined tower, a swift mountain 
stream, winding walks, lovely llowors, with 
terraces along the lake front. Back of the 
hotel arc great mountains, In front tbo lovely 
lake with great blue inouuttuns all around It, 
withfunuy little Italian towns and boats. One 
great bold peak has a pink cloud tied arouud 
Jts throat, and looks a model cliaporon for the 
giddy foot-hills, 1 wish I could make you see 
how lovely it in here, tho air ia cool and so 
sweet. 1 am down on the terrace by the lake 
with Blanche If 1 stay in Europe) I shall 
stay here at Bavcno a month. It is literally 
tho land of milk and honey. The gardener is 
near us making bouquets, which 1 am sure are 
tor our plutus at diuuer. Northern Italy is so 
diltoient fiom Southern Italj ; hero every- 
thing IB so nice there e\orything so dirty. In 
southern H«lj, though we stopped at tho best 
hotels, we got nothing decent to oat. Hero 
o\erjthingis splendid.

nice morning, and the Juugfrau is so lovely- 
all snow-covered. But 1 must tell you of our 
doings from Sunday last: Sunday evening wo 
took a boat on lovely lako Maggioro and wont 
over to Lacarno, in Switzerland. Next morn- 
Ing wentjn tho cars through St. Oothard pass 
lolako Lucerne,and by boat to VlUnau,whore 
wo went up by Inclined railway to the very 
top ol Alt. itigi, from which the view is per. 
tectlv lovclj; oil one side hills and lakes, on 
:he other a long range ot snow mountains 
with tho Jungirau, the Monrh and the Wetter- 
horn in tho hack ground, We saw an unusu- 
ally clear sunset, and the next morning got up 
it 4 M to see the sun rise over the snowy 
mountains, and it was well worth an early 
rising 


Erom there wo wont to Lucerne by boat. 


Lake Lucerne is lovely, as are all the Swiss 
akos. They are all a deep green color. Tho 
Italian lakes are blue. Lucerne la a beautiful 
plaoo—so Swiss. Wo saw tho "Wounded Lion," 
which Is tho most Imposing piece of sculpture 
wo have soon. It la cut out ol ft perpendlou- 
ar olill; near the bottom the rock Is hollowed 
out, and in tho hollow is tho gigantic lion. 
From Lucerne we went by boat to Alpnaoht, 
and from there, over tho Brlen? pass In 
coaches, which was lots of fun. It rained 
some during the day, but wo did not mind It 
mucn. Tho olouds hung low and In some 
places we were above thorn. Little funny 
dwiss chalets scattered all along. Wo saw 
lots of pretty Swiss girls in their peculiar 
dress. Wo woro to stop at Glosbacb that 
Wednesday night, but the hotel was full, so 
we staid at Brionz on tho other side of Lake 
Brlen/. It is an awiully tunny little town— 
so like tho country. Our hotel wns simply 
two chalets joined—rather uncomfortable. 
Wo had an adventure nlcor to tell of than ex- 
perience. The Itinerary says, "Illumination 
ol falls at 0." It had boon lalning and we 
woro on the opposite side of the lako, but we 
bought wo must see tho Illumination, so tho 
Professor got a small row boat and sent us 
over. Going over wo had a lino time singing, 
&c.; saw the lovely falls ail lit up by colored 
Igbts—red, green and purple; but in tho 
meantime a storm had come up, and It com- 
menced to ram and blow at a great rate, and 
by the time we got to the middle of tho lake 
things got pretty serious. The boats tossed 
terribly, some of the girls crying and some 
seasick. I saw hdw perfectly the oarsmen 
managed tho boat and was not much fright- 
ened, though others wore, and so wore the 
people- at our hotel. Luckily wo escaped with- 
out ovon a oold. It Is nice to toll of, but a 
ittlc bit dangerous. Yesterday we came here 
,o Jnterlakon partly by boat and partly by 
rail. Wo like this place very much. To-night 
wo go to Paris, and Wednesday we meet Prof 
B. and tho other sec'tion of our party again. 
The boll nciosa on an Island has lust struck 11. 
Some Italians on tho water ate playing an ac- 
oordoon—pluyud by an Italian it Is a thing of 
jeauty. You would not rocognUo it.

HOW THE GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 


OF FRANCE ARE HOUSED. 


Theodore Stunton Tolls About the Palaces 


Inherited l)y live Republic From the 
Monarchy and Empire—Tlio Etiquette 
That 1'rcvails in OUlciuI Circles.

NEW YOKK, Aug. St.—Tho French prcsi- 


leut, tlio Fiunuh cabinet ministers and the 
jtliui high stiito olliduls, such as tho presi- 
Jents of the sonata and chamber of deputies, 
the prefivt or governor of the department of 
the Hi'ini'i in uhlrli Paris is situated, and tho 


-'i tor of tho Bank of France, oro so well 
bHl that they tan entertain in a way bo- 


littmg their public' station, no matter what 
their private lortune may bo. 


In Washington a member of tho cabinet 


ofb'ii livi's In » hotel or in somo house whoso 
minis urn s,f> small that lie would (incl trouble 
in iK'commO'luliMf; a wlnsb party, not to speak 
(;f thu muititudo that always responds to a 
pulilio reception. About the same thing is 
true of the oflirinl world of London. But in 
1'uns tho situation is quite dMerent. Tho ro- 
[julilic has inherited ti'om the monarchy and 
empire a largo number of palaxjes, somo of 
\vhirh wero constructed centuries ago to bo 
tlio residence of princes otatlio blood, while 
others mo of recent origin, and wero built for 
this or that ministerial department. Thus, 
tho KlyieV, where President Orcvy lives, dates 
from 171S, and hat, hail as master or mistress 
Murat, Mine, de pompadour, the great 
Napoleon, who retired hero alter Waterloo, 
and hero signed his abdication; Wellington, 
Alexander I and Alexander II. 
Louis 


Napoleon, when president, resided in tho 
Klysee, and it was in this same palace that he 
planned and executed tho coup ttitat that 
made him emperor. 
The president of tho 


chamber is lodged in a wing of tho Palais 
ilourbon, and thn linmo ol the Prince do 
C'cmclo; iv liila the 1'etit Luxembourg, tho resi- 
dence of the president of the senate, has 
sheltered Louis XVIII, Napoleon and his 
brother Joycph. 


When Uainlietta became president of tho 


council a few years ago ho neated two or 
Ihruu now portfolios, and forthwith the gov- 
ernment provided tho titularies with suitable 
olllcml homes. i''or example, tho minister of 
commerce) was installed in tho former embassy 
of Wpnm on tho quay lacing tho Tuillenei, 
and thus it happens that JI. Lookroy, thu 
present minister of conamerco and a member 
of the Victor Hugo family, u plain man of 
advanced democratic pi inciploa, ui living in a 
mansion elegant enough for a prince-. 


Hut Llio high oHlfials of the Fri-nuh Kepub- 


lic are not simply provided with a roof and 
tour waits. Tho samu generous state fur- 
nishes the houses in the completest Cushion. 
Carpets, curtains, chant, pictures, dishes, 
kitchen ntcnsilb, livened servants, bed hnon, 
ovcr>thing, in short, except what the minis- 
ter wears mid eats, is given him, U'lu'n ho is 
offered a porllolio he has simply to pack his 
trunk, call a cab and drive to tho palace of 
which lie is hi'ncjotortli the master, and when 
the ministi y of which he is a member falls he 
has only to pndc tho ^unu Li unlc, Xtiko another 
cab and return to his old quurLei's. In each 
ministerial department there l.s a special bu- 
reau charged u ith the business of looking 
after the mateiial wants of Urn minister, buy- 
ing carpets when necessary, mending weak- 
backed chaii s, discharging or hn mg servants, 
etc. It has been said, and perhaps with some 
truth, that one ol! tho caubes oL thoirequent 
change ot mtnistties m France is the easo 
with which a minister can take up and lay 
down tho household part of his ollice.

Outside of tiro members of the diplomatic 
corps, who aro of course required to bo pres- 
ent, you rarely hear announced a duko or a 
duchess, a count or a countess, ovon a baron 
or a baroness; and yet the upper classes of 
,his country hcwo a plethora ol' "titled peo- 
ple," 
many ot whom have no rnora right to 


;hoir noble uarno than vho late Count Johan- 
nes. Borne oi these gentlefolk aro tho genuine 
descendants of famous old famllies, have edu- 
cation, culture and wealth^ anc! would bo 
brilliant acquisitions to tho often rather hum- 
Iriun republicans of both sexes, who crowd 
thu official drawing rooms. But they will 
have nothing to do with tho present order of 
things, which, say what you will, is a great 
source of weakness to tho republic.. They are 
waiting for tho return of Idng or emperor, 
and if they do not work actively against "the 
powers that bo," they at least oxerta powerful 
influence passively against tho consolidation 
of republican institutions hi this country. 
Those social gatherings, therefore, teach a 
lesson in current politics, as well as give 
amusement to the governing classes of democ- 
racy. 


In the contest between low-nock and high- 


neck dresses it may bo said that the repub- 
lican ladies of Franco rather lean toward tho 
high necks. By this I do not mean to e&y 
that you do not find baro shoulders at tho re- 
ceptions and balls which havo ]ust been dwelt 
upon. On tho contrary, tho largo majority of 
tho ladies present would almost put to the blush 
Adam and Eve after tho memorablo applo 
scene. But when you compare tho ladies of 
one of thcso republican gatherings to the 
ladies found hi tho drawing room of tho noble 
aristocrats, you then seo what progress has 
been nmdo by tho formor toward banishing 
tho nudo from society.

If they oontinno to do so for 
a few more years, and i£ tho republic does not 
fall in tho meanwhile, who knows but tha* 
tho high-nocked dross may finally got the 
upper hand and relegate its rival to tho bal- 
lot and tho bodies pf the demi-raondo. If this 
occurs in Paris tho lotv-nei'k cause will be 
lost throughout tho whole world, ,for tho 
French capital is still tho pope of fashion.

BOSTON, Aug 23,—Tho Boston Lonrors csr 


corted the governor tho other day out to 
Harvard college commencement. The ian- 
coi s wear red coats, flat topped helmets, a 
long white droopmg leather, besides their 
trousers and other corpoi eal appurtenances. 
They aro armed with poles 
On each pole is 


a rod tiag. Every lancer is packed about on 
the street by a horsu. It is a very old mili- 
tary organization. Bobton is proud of them. 
They look pretty and ai e as useless as they 
aro pretty. In modern warfare they might 
get within J 00 yards of tho onemy's line be- 
fore tho last lancer was surgically operated 
on and tunneled through by a bah1 irom re- 
peating rifles. 
Their principal uso is to pro- 


tect the governor \vhan ho U hauled through 
tho streets on college commencement days. 
They fill the bill m Boston that tho lord 
mayor's coach does in London. Here that 
coach -would readily pass for a circus chariot, 
and the newly elected mayor, in his purple 
robe, as one of the principal periorme-rs. 


Another mediayval Boston institution are 


the lire alaim bolls. 
They ling simulta- 


neously, though miles apart, whenever a 
hysterical ivomai; "smells somethin' burnin1 " 
and turns on tho liru alarm. To Jlvo near a 
Boston ilro bell is to bo woko up irom one to 
three times per night from three to five tunes 
n week. This both tries anil develops an 
evangelical patience and resignation. A 
mania prevails hero for boll ringing. 
In 


many of tho suburban towns within iifteen 
miles of Boston they start tho church boll 
regularly at U o'clock at night, as they have 
done for the last 300 years. There is no 
reason for their doing it, except that they 
have always done it. It is a necessity, cus- 
tom has made it so. In one village, through 
tho exertions of certain 
progressives, this 


bed-time ringing was stopped. They wero 
obliged to resume it. Tho conservatives 
couldn't sleep without their U o'clock peal.
